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CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

NAME. 

This Association shall be called the Mattapan 
Literary Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

DESIGN. 

The object of this Association shall be the im- 
provement of its members, by exercises in Declama- 
tion, Composition, and Debate ; and by the mainte- 
nance of a Library consisting of works calculated to 
disseminate useful and entertaining knowledge. 

ARTICLE III. 

CONDITIONS OP MEMBERSHIP. 

Any young man of good moral character, who has 
attained the age of sixteen years, upon being recom- 
mended by a member of this Association, may be- 
come a member thereof, by subscribing to this Con- 
stitution, and paying the required assessments. 
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ARTICLE IV. 

OFFICERS. 

Sect. 1. The officers of this Association shall 
be a President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasur- 
er, Librarian, five Directors, and two Assistant Li- 
brarians ; who shall be elected for the term of one 
year, commencing on the first day of June. 

Sect. 2. The President, when present, shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Association, and of the 
Executive Committee. 

Sect. 3. The Vice-President shall, in the ab- 
sence of the President, perform all the duties of that 
officer. In the absence of both presiding officers, 
the Association may elect a President pro tern. 

Sect. 4. The Secretary shall prepare and sign 
all notices, advertisements, and correspondence, which 
may proceed from the Executive Committee; and 
shall record all proceedings of the meetings of the 
Association, in a book provided for the purpose, 
which book shall be subject to the inspection of the 
members. 

Sect. 5. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys ' r 
pay all bills sanctioned by the Executive Committee, 
and signed by their Chairman ; and hold himself in 
readiness to report, at each meeting of said Com- 
mittee, on the pecuniary state of the Association. 

Sect. 6. The Librarian shall be entitled to such 
compensation for his services as the Association 
may determine; and shall be responsible for the 
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performance of the following duties : — Opening the 
Library-Room at the times designated ; maintaining 
strict decorum therein; preserving in order all 
books and documents in his custody belonging to the 
Library, and keeping records of the names and resi- 
dences of persons to whom they may be entrusted j 
collecting the amounts of fines and damages; and 
reporting monthly, to the Directors, all instances of 
the retention of books beyond the specified time : — 
he shall also, during the week previous to the last 
regular meeting of the Association in May, report to 
the Government the condition of the various subjects 
of his charge. 

Sect. 7. The Assistant Librarians shall aid in 
the discharge of the duties of the Librarian. 

Sect. 8. The Directors, upon notification from 
the Librarian, shall obtain, from the residences of 
delinquents, all books retained beyond the allot- 
ted time, with the amounts of fines due thereon : — 
they shall also, in conjunction with that officer, in- 
stitute a thorough examination of the Library, pre- 
paratory to the annual report. 

ARTICLE V. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Sect. 1. The Government of this Association 
shall be vested in an Executive Committee, con- 
sisting of the President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Librarian, and Directors. 
1* 
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Sect. 2. The Executive Committee shall have 
the general control of the concerns of the Associa- 
tion ; with power to fill all vacancies which may oc- 
cur in the board of officers. 

Sect. 3. This Committee shall report quarterly 
to the Association respecting its condition. 

ARTICLE VI. 

TRUSTEES. 

Sect. 1. The legal title of all property which 
may be held by the Association, shall be Vested in 
five Trustees. 

Sect. 2. The Trustees — none of whom shall be 
under twenty-one years of age — shall be elected at 
-every third annual meeting, and may continue in 
office until the induction of their successors. 

Sect. 3. Vacancies in the Board of Trustees shall 
be filled by the Association. 

Sect. 4. Whenever the funds in the custody of 
the Treasurer shall exceed by the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars, such immediate disbursements as may 
be decided upon by the Executive Committee, — such 
•excess shall be subject to the control of the Trus- 
tees ; and shall be by them invested or placed at in- 
terest, as they may deem most conducive to the good 
of the Association. 

Sect. 5. The fund in the hands of the Trustees, 
-shall be expended, in whole or in part, only by Con- 
current vote of the Trustees and the Executive Corn- 
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mittee, or by vote of two-thirds of the members pre- 
k sent at a regular business meeting of the Associa- 

tion, — the subject having been proposed at a previous 
meeting. 

ARTICLE VII. 

MEETINGS. 

t Sect. 1. At any meeting of the Association, fif- 

teen members, or, of the Executive Committee, a 
majority, shall constitute a quorum. 

Sect. 2. The Executive Committee shall appoint 
an annual meeting of the Association, for the choice 
of officers, to be holden in the month of May. 

Sect. 3. The Association, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by vote, shall meet on the first Saturday eve- 
ning of every month, for the transaction of business ; 
and on every Monday evening, for the Regular 
Exercise of Declamation, Composition, or Debate. 

* Sect. 4. The Secretary, by order of the Execu- 

tive Committee, or upon written request of ten mem- 
bers, shall call special meetings of the Association, 
giving due notice of the time and business of each 
meeting. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

HONORARY MEMBERS. 

The distinction of Honorary Member of this Asso- 
ciation may be conferred, by vote of two-thirds of 
the members present at any regular business meet- 
ing j — provided, that the name shall have been pro- 
posed at a previous meeting. 
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ARTICLE IX. 

REMOVAL OP OFFICERS. 

If any one in his official capacity shall neglect the 
performance of his duties, or shall not aid in effi- 
ciently and equitably administering the laws of the 
Association; — on written complaint of ten mem- 
bers, a meeting of the Association may be, by the 
said members, called to. investigate the charges which 
may have been set forth, and to take such measures 
as the circumstances of the case may warrant, 

ARTICLE X. 

EXPULSION OF MEMBERS. 

If a member shall wantonly create disturbance at 
any meeting of the Association, or devise or par- 
ticipate in any measures designed to injure its char- 
acter or well-being, — he may, by a vote of a major- 
ity of the members at any business meeting, be 
expelled from the Association: provided that the 
accused shall have ample opportunity for excusing 
or extenuating his conduct. 

ARTICLE XI. 

ALTERATION OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by 
vote of two-thirds of the members present, at any 
regular business meeting of the Association : — pro- 
vided that the subject shall have been proposed and 
submitted to a Committee at a previous meeting. 
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BY-LAWS. 



ARTICLE I. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Sect. 1. Each member of this Association shall 
be- subject to an assessment of two dollars per an- 
num, payable in advance. 

Sect. 2. The Treasurer shall notify the mem- 
bers at least one month previous to the time of their 
assessments coming due. 

Sect. 3. Any member, neglecting, for the period, 
of thirty days, to pay an assessment due, shall have 
his right of membership suspended until the same be 
paid. 

Sect. 4. Any member, neglecting, for the period! 
of one year, to pay an assessment due, shall be* 
considered as having dissolved his connection wit& 
the Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

BALLOTING. 

The amendment of the Constitution, the admis- 
sion of honorary members, the expulsion of mem- 
bers, and the removal of officers, shall be decided* 
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by box-ballot ; the election of officers and trustees, 
by written ballot. 

ARTICLE III. 

RULES OP ORDER. 

Sect. 1. Any motion, having been made and sec- 
onded, shall be put in writing, if desired, and re- 
peated by the Chairman, before it shall be open for 
discussion. 

Sect. 2. During the discussion of any question, 
no motion shall be received except to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
pone, to commit, or to amend. 

Sect. 3. Any member, doubting the decision of 
a vote, may call for a division of the assembly, and 
the members voting may be counted by tellers ap- 
pointed by the Chairman. 

Sect. 4. No member, unless voting with the ma- 
jority, shall be entitled to move a reconsideration of 
a vdte. 

Sect. 5. No member shall be permitted to in- 
terrupt another (except to call him to order, or to 
correct a mistake), or, to pass unnecessarily be- 
tween the presiding officer and the person speaking. 

Sect. 6. No member shall be allowed to speak 
more than twice on a question, or for more than fif- 
teen minutes at any one time, until the presiding offi- 
cer shall have offered an equal opportunity to all 
other members. 
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Sect. 7. Questions of order not specified in these 
By-Laws, shall be decided by an appeal to " Cast- 
ing's Manual." 

Sect. 8. All questions respecting rules of order, 
or mode of debate, shall be decided by the presiding 
officer, or, on appeal, by a majority of the members 
present ; and any individual persisting in opposition 
to the latter decision, shall have his right of mem- 
bership suspended. 

ARTICLE IV. 

EXERCISES. 

Sect. 1. The regular exercises of this Associa- 
tion shall be Declamation, Composition, and Debate. 

Sect. 2. At any meeting held for the purpose of 
Declamation, there shall be but one regular exercise 
on the same evening. 

Sect. 3. At the meetings for Composition, De- 
bates may be introduced, upon such subjects as the 
members may select. 

Sect. 4. On the evening appointed for Debate, 
there shall be but one regular exercise; provided, 
however, that this By-Law shall not preclude the 
discussion of more than one subject. 

Sect. 5. Readings may be introduced, at the 
conclusion of any regular exercise. 
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ARTICLE V. 

CRITICISM. 

A box, suitable for the reception of critical and 
other communications, shall be kept in some conve- 
nient place; and it shall be the privilege of the 
members to criticise each and every exercise of the 
Association. 

ARTICLE VI. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sect. 1. Committees on Declamation, Compo- 
sition, Debate, and Criticism, shall be appointed 
quarterly by the Executive Committee. 

Sect. 2. Each Committee shall consist of three 
persons, including one from the Government. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Declamation to engage members to declaim on 
the evenings appointed for that exercise. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Composition to receive all contributions to that 
exercise, and provide for the reading of the same on 
the appropriate evenings. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Debate to furnish questions ; provide competent 
speakers to conduct the discussions (this section 
not being understood to exclude other members 
from participating in the same); and on each even- 
ing appropriated to Debate, to announce aques- 
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tion for discussion on the recurrence of the exer- 
cise. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Criticism, to examine all contributions in that 
department, and to present to the Association such 
as may be deemed consistent with its character.* 

ARTICLE VII. 

PARTY QUESTIONS. 

No party or sectarian question shall be discussed 
before this Association. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

ADMISSION OP STRANGERS. 

The admission of strangers to the literary meet- 
ings of this Association, shall be controlled by the 
Board of Government. 

ARTICLE IX. 

TIME OP MEETING. 

The regular meetings of this Association shall 
commence as follows, viz. : from the first of April 
to the first of October, at 8, and during the remain- 
der of the year at 7J o'clock. 



* By a vote of the Association, passed Dec. 16, 1850, Jt is provided that 
" All communications criticising the proceedings of Committees, or bearing 
upon the conduct of members, or upon business proceedings of the j 
tiea, shall be referred to the Committee on Criticism."

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ARTICLE X. 

LIBRARY. 

Sect. 1. Any member of the Association, on per- 
sonal or written application to the Librarian (with 
exceptions herein provided), may receive a volume 
— or an entire work comprised in two volumes, 
duodecimo or smaller size — and retain it for two 
weeks ; when, if no other member shall have pre- 
sented a written application for the same work, the 
time may be extended to three weeks. 

Sect. 2. The Government shall have power to 
purchase and to limit the time of retention of new 
books ; to withhold from circulation such works as 
may be injured thereby ; and to make suitable dis- 
posal of any useless or imperfect volumes. 

Sect. 3. If any member shall lose or deface a 
volume (by marking or otherwise), he shall replace 
the same, or render an equivalent in money; if it 
be one of a set, he shall receive the remainder at 
a fair appraisal, or make ample recompense. 

Sect. 4. Any member retaining a volume beyond 
the specified time, shall be fined one dime for every 
week, or fractional part of a week, of such retention. 

Sect. 5. All books must be returned, for annual 
examination, one week previous to the last regular 
meeting of the Association in May, under penalty of 
twenty-five cents for every volume withheld. 

Sect. 6. The right of access to the Library shall 
not be transferable ; and shall be forfeited by the 
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non-payment of assessments, fines, or damages, or, 
upon order of the Government, by disorderly con- 
duct. 

Sect. 7. The Library Room shall be open two 
hours for the delivery of books, on Saturday even- 
ings ; and also, during the pleasure of the Associa- 
tion, on the evening of each regular meeting. 

ARTICLE XI. 

ALTERATION OF BY-LAWS. 

These By-Laws may be altered or amended, by 
vote of two-thirds of the members present, at any 
regular business meeting of the Association ; provid- 
ed that the alteration or amendment shall have been 
proposed by the Executive Committee, or at a pre- 
vious meeting. They may also be suspended at any 
meeting, provided that not more than five members 
object thereto.
